PRICE OF BEEF 
UP THROUGHOUT 
THE DOMINION 


Increase Is Most Striking Feat- 
ure of Cold Storage 
‘Market 


“OTTAWA, June 19— The cost of| 
living branch reports to the Hon, T. W.} 
Crothors, minister of labor, as follows, 
concérning food in coldstorage: 

“Reports from the coldstorage com- 
panies for June 1 indicate an increase 
in quantity in store of butter, eggs, 
pork, mutton, lamb and fish; and a 
decrease jin the quantity of cheese, 
beef and fowl, compared with May 1, 
of this year, As compared with June 
1, 1917, we have more butter in store, 
more beef and more fish. We have 
less cheese, eggs, pork products and 
fowl than a year ago. The most strik- 
ing comparison is in the case of beef 
of Which W6 have 111.72 per cent. 
more than on June 1, 1917, Since the 
purchasing commission of the Allies 
is fully uware of this fact, and we 
have the statement of these gentlemen 
to the effect that a large proportisn 
of this stock is already under contract 
to them, we find no grounds for any 
charge of hoarding. 

The most striking feature recently| 
in the market situation of storage prvu- 
ducts has been tho great rise in the 
price of beef. There has been a geh- 
eral rise of all beef products through 
the Dominion, but the west, starting 
from Port Arthur and Fort William, 
has suffered the worst. Naturally the 
censuming public has resented the rise 
very much, The matter has been care- 
fully investigated with the view of 
detecting profiteering, and while the 
merchants in some localities have ap- 
parently used the general riso in prices 
to cover an undue increase, we have 
not bean able to find any evidence that 
the general increase, throughout the 
country was due to unlawful action 
on the part of the meat packers. The 
increase is general throughout the 
whole of North America, and is fully 
as marked in the case of live cattle, as 
in the case of meat. On ascertaining 
these facts, we might have stopped, 
for thia office has no jurisdiction over 
the farmers, but we have heen able to 
go further and have found that the! 
incread price fs due entirely to the war) 
situation; particularly to the fact that} 
the purchasers of the United States) 
army and the purchasing commission | 
of the other Allies, have considered 
that the increased price to the farmer) 
was necessary to stimulate the produc- 
tion of more beef on the farms. The 
necessity arose on the demands of 
shipping facilities to place the United 
States army in France, with the con-

Further Prohibitions Possible _ 

The order-in-council — prohibit- 
ing the importation of certain 
named classes of articles at the 
pleasure of the Minister of Cus- 
toms does not by any means ex- 
haust the authority of the Govern- 
ment ia that direction. It is only 
the beginning and illustration of 
the powers conferred in that re- 
spect. Parliament authorized the 
Ministers to prohibit anything 
they please, or everything if they 
see fit. Extensions of the prohib- 
ited list may be expected from 
time to time. 


A Poor Comparison. 

A returned chaplain rebukes 
Canadian farmers for~ insisting 
upon the necessity of food produc- 
tion by saying that ‘‘there is not 
an able-bodied man left in Storno- 
way.’’? That is likely enough the 
case, but the observation does not 
carry the censure it seems to im- 
ply. Stornoway is not a_ place 
where there are likely to be many 
able-bodied men even in peace 
times. It is still less a place where 
able-bodied men in war times 
could be usefully employed © in 
producing food. A more candid 
comparison would be between con- 
ditions in Canada and conditions 
in England, and in England the 
farmers are being left on the 
farms. 


Regulations Also Required 

Having taken power to prohibit 
the importation of any or all class- 
es of goods into Canada by order- 
in-council, the Government is 
more than ordinarily responsible 
for regulating the prices charged 
by Canadian producers of prohib- 
ited classes of goods. The assump- 
tion of autocratic power involves 
the assumption of corresponding 
responsibility, The public being 
deprived for the time of the power 
to protect themselves by action of 
their elected representatives, the 
Ministers must either protect them 
or be held answerable for the con- 
sequences. The exclusjon of im- 
ports should be accompanied by 
price regulations to save tne pub- 
lie from being fleeced. 
Wasting Effort and Time 

London reports that the [mperi- 


.al conference has hatched another 


scheme to re-organize the British 
Empire. If the Imperial confer- 
ence at this time can find nothing 
more, important to do it had better 
adjourn and let the members go 
home and attend to the duties of 
the hour. Any re-organization of 
the British Empire likely to be 
framed up by an Imperial confer- 
ence under present conditions 
would be pretty certain to be 
drawn on the lines of a military 
ideal; and the organization of the
